Ralph Shoemaker, widely known 
engineer, and other Claremont res- 
idents have personally appealed to 
Major Theodore Wyman, U. S. ar- 
my engineer, to place the proposed 
retention dam near the mouth of 
the San Antonio canyon and not 
near Foothill boulevard. 

This protest is a new develop- 
ment in the agitation over site of 
the huge flood contrcel project. | 

San Bernardino county’s boird | 
of advisory engineers has recom- 
memed placing the dam just north 
of Foothill, rather than on the 
tentatively selected site near 
Twenty-third street. The Clare- 
mont group last week visited the 
Log Angeles county supervisors 
and Major Wyman to “express 
wholehearted approval of the 
army engineers’ tentative site for | 
the dam.” 

SECOND PROTEST 

This expressed opposition to the 
site near Foothill boulevard is in 
addition to that voiced by Fred} 
Froehde, Pomena city engineer. 

The Claremonters’ opposition is 
reported to be based on the con- 
tention that that city would not be 
amply protected if the dam was} 
placed on the lower site.

WANT CONSERVATION |

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Scouting Builds Good Citizenship 











Recently in northern California there were seven youths 
arrested on charges involving theft of two automobiles and 
more than a half dozen burglaries—and none of them was over 
seventeen years of age. 

We do not know, but we venture the guess that none of 
them was a Boy Scout. Beginning tomorrow and continuing 
for a week America is observing Boy Scout week and it is a 
good plan to call to the attention of bad boys—as well as good 
ones—to the advantages af being a Boy Seout. For it is a rare 
thing for a Boy Scout to get into serious trouble. True, they 
are mischevious and full of life—but they are taught to ob- 
serve the rules of good citizenship, good sportsmanship and 
good health. 

It was thirty years ago that the Boy Scout organization took 
root in England—and it soon spread throughout the civilized 
world. The great movement not only survives—it continues to 
grow and there is no country in which it is more alive than in 
our own United States. Its ideal is the building of good eiti- 
zens, but it has removed that ideal from the realm of a trite 
abstraction in the civies text books and turned it into a liv- 
ing reality. Under competent supervision the abundant and 
restless energy of youth has been turned toward constructive 
tasks. Youth has been taught to build things, to learn self- 
reliance by practicing it, to work and play as a member of a 
group and to exercise tolerance and fair play in his activities 
with fellow Seouts. 

These are the things the Boy Scout movement stands for— 
and they are the seeret of its success.
